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Richmond  Churches  Lead  the  Way. 

Realizing  that  no  ordinary  methods  are 
sufficient  to  meet  the  serious  situation  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board,  about  sixty  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Baptist  churches  of  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  came  together  a few  days  ago 
and  considered  means  for  meeting  the  emer- 
gency. The  situation  was  laid  clearly  be- 
fore them.  The  Board  needs  $450, (XX)  by 
the  last  of  April  This  means  an  increase 
of  $125,000  during  the  months  of  March  and 
April. 

These  brethren  resolved  to  undertake  to 
raise  among  the  Richmond  churches  $10,000 
over  and  above  their  contributions  of  last 
year  which  is  an  increase  of  one-third.  Com- 
mittees were  appointed  to  canvass  the  var- 
ious churches  and  already  a good  part  of 
the  increase  has  been  subscribed.  If  all 
our  churches  will  follow  the  example  of  the 
Baptists  of  Richmond,  the  problem  will  be 
solved.  Let  our  people  face  the  situation 
earnestly  and  courageously.  It  is  no  small 
task  but  it  is  one  which 'under  God  must  be 
accomplished.  It  would  be  a calamity  for 
contributions  to  Foreign  Missions  to  fall 
short  again  this  year.  Glorious  opportuni- 
ties are  opened  for  the  work  by  the  change 
ed  conditions  on  many  fields  and  we  must 
clear  the  way  for  meeting  these  opportuni- 
ties. Will  not  every  church  undertake 
some  definite  and  systematic  way  of  making 
a liberal  increase  over  its  offerings  of  last 
year!  This  is  absolutely  necessary  if  we 
must  meet  the  present  emergency.

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, If  we  shall  be  disappointed  in  what  our 
religious  schools  are  doing  for  missions,  you 
will  find  the  reason  for  the  disappointment 
in  the  things  1 have  been  discussing.  Pro- 
fessors and  pupils,  who  are  intoxicated  from 
before  the  beginning  of  the  session  to  its 
close,  with  contests  that  depend  for  success 
on  mere  brute  force,  are  not  prepared  in 
mind  or  heart  for  the  serious  questions  of 
life.  s 

If  our  colleges  are  called  back  to  do  the 
solid,  religious  work,  which  the  founders  in- 
tended should  be  done,  it  is  going  to  be 
brought  about  by  the  consecrated  men  our 
mission  boards  are  sending  out  to  win  pro- 
lessor  and  pupil  to  the  real  work  of  the 
Christian  life.  Already  we  see  signs  of 
sueh  a movement.  The  student  volunteer 
movement,  the  dayman's  Missionary  Move- 
ment, the  Men  and  Religion  Forward  Move- 
ment, and  all  our  denominational  move- 
ments; why  do  they  come  at  this  late  day! 
The  Christian  colleges  and  the  preachers 
ought  to  have  brought  them  on  a half  cen- 
tury ago,  or  so  lived  and  taught  and  or- 
ganized that  the  movements  would  have 
been  unnecessary. 

We  confidently  look  for  the  time  to  come 
wh^n  men  and  women  of  great  means  will 
demand  to  be  assured  that  the  Bible  have 
its  proper  place  in  Christian  schools  and 
that  the  duties  of  the  Christian  life  shall 
be  taught  by  precept  and  example,  before 
they  will  furnish  the  endowments  they  are 
so  able  to  give  and  which  the  colleges  so 
greatly  need.  Such  demands  would  not  b« 
unreasonable.  They  see  in  this  demand  the 
visiori  of,  not  only  a well-prepared  ministry, 
but  a great  host  of  young  Christians  re- 
turning to  their  homes  and  churches,  a 
mighty  force  for  God  in  the  saving  of  the 
lost  world.  In  many  of  our  secular  schools 
there  are  godly  men  and  women,  who  are 
doing  what  they  can  for  the  spiritual  well 
being  of  the  pupils  in  their  care.  In  spite 
of  obstacles  they  may  go  in  advance,  in  per- 
sonal work,  of  some  teachers  in  our  denom- 
inational schools.  We  honor  them  for  all 
they  feel,  and  for  all  that  they  do;  but  they 
know  their  environment  is  not  the  best  for 
spiritual  improvement,  and  their  best  ef- 
forts are  handicapped. 

We  may  not  expect  for  our  colleges  the 
great  moneyed  endowments  the  secular 
schools  enjoy;  their  equipment  and  build- 
ings may  be  superior  to  ours ; but  if  we  can 
send  forth  a multitude  of  lives,  consecrated 
to  the  uplift  of  humanity  through  Christ's 
religion,  it  will  prove  the  greatest  endow- 
ment in  the  long  run,  and  finally  furnish 
all  the  needed  equipments  and  buildings,  for 
consecrated  wealth  will  come  to  the  rescue 
of  such  schools. 

The  motto  of  the  denominational  college 
should  be — a well  trained  intellect,  a culti- 
vated heart  and  a life  consecrated  to  Christ 
and  His  service.  If  our  aim  is  less  than 
that,  we  had  as  well  turn  the  work  of  edu- 
cation over  to  the  secular  schools  and  go  out 
of  business.

Many  a struggling,  timid.  Christian  wom- 
an has  carried  the  blessings  of  this  season 
of  prayer  into  her  home  with  strength  and 
grace  to  bear  its  burdens  and  responsibili- 
ties and  crown  it  with  fresh  fragrance  that 
has  come  into  her  own  heart. 

As  an  outcome  of  this  closer  fellowship 
with  one  another  and  with  our  Master,  our 
women  have  been  impelled  to  more  conse- 
crated giving.  They  have  seen  that  to  give 
is  to  worship,  that  what  wo  have,  as  well  as 
what  we  are  belongs  to  God,  and  so  this 
week  of  prayer  and  self-denial  offering  has 
come  to  mean  much  in  the  Uves  of  our  wom- 
en. 

A new  vision  likewise  of  stewardship  has 
come  to  our  men  through  the  influence  of 


our  women  and  so  the  gifts  of.  our  churches 
have  been  enlarged  through  the  influence  of 
this  gregt  week  of  prayer  and  giving 
As  never  before  we  are  in  need  of  gift* 
from  our  women,  young  women,  and  other 
young  people '»  societies.  This  year  we  are 
calling  upon  our  Southern  Baptist  women 
with  their  auxiliary  societies  for  #95,000  for 
Home  Missions.  During  the  first  three 
quarters  of  the  year  only  $3:1,078.73  had 
liecn  raised  which  leave*  a balance  of  $61,* 
927.73  if  onr  women  raise  the  full  amount. 

The  apportionment  for  the  State  of  Mis- 
sissippi is  $3,600.  lip  to  February  1st  only 
$1,455  of  this  has  been  received  Since  this 
report  was  made  another  month  ha*  paaaed 
but  only  a little  more  has  been  contributed, 
so  that  during  March  there  must  be  heroic

Then  they  could  take  the  dUfer- 
pnee  between  the  cost  of  their  “modest"  ap- 
parel and  tiw  elaborate,  ga.'dy  and  often 
hideous  headdress  and  other  articles  of  their 
i.se  and  add  it  to  their  intended  mission  of- 
fering. 

Then  our  men  could  if  they  only  would, 
cut  out  their  needless  expenditures  and 
swell  the  gifts  for  missions. 

Tf  these  things  eoubl  be  done  by  our  Bap- 
tist men  and  women  of  Mississippi  it  would 
make  uS  the  .ending  State  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  and  press  no  one. 

Let  our  hi”  hearted  brethren  and  sisters 
think  on  these  things  and  see  if  we  cannot 
turn  the  tide  and  do  a glorious  deed  for 
“Him  who  Ivved  us  and  gave  Himself  for 
us.” 

It  would  mean  much  in  more  ways  thau 
tne  for  us  to  tun.  from  the  channels  o* 
needless  extravagsuce  into  our  Lord’s  treas- 
ury at  least  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
within  the  next  three  months.

She 
is  a dressmaker,  and  adds  to  the 
family  income  by  her  ceaseless 
stitching,  which  leaves  scant  time 
and  strength  for  the  care  of  her 
own  household  * She  had,  how- 
ever taken  this  additional  bur- 
den without  hesitation.  “Some- 
body had  to  take  the  baby,”  she 
said.  “She  is  only  a baby  and 
a dear  little  thing,  though,  of 
course,  she  can’t  help  making  ex- 
tra care  and  work.”  Then  she 
added:  “The  woman  who  does 

my  washing  wouldn’t  let  me  pay 
anything  more  for  the  child’s 
laundry  work.  She  said  that  if 
we  could  do  the  rest,  that  should 
be  her  part.” 

Is  it  not  a beautiful  chain  of 
kindness  reaching  from  heart  to 
heart  and  from  hand  to  hand!

* 

l)r.  Frazier  opened  the  aorta 
as  near  to  the  heart  as  possible, 
and  deftly  inserted  a hollow  nee- 
dle which  had  been  electrically  in- 
sulated. Through  this  needle 
Dr.  Frazier  pushed  and  arranged 
in  evenly  distributed  coils  more 
than  six  feet  of  solid  gold  wire. 
This  tread  of  wire  was  guided  by 
the  surgeon  through  the  pulsing 
blood  vessel  by  the  sense  of  touch 
alone;  and  it  was  built  up  in  the 
uorta,  at  the  point  of  its  greatest 
dilation,  just  as  a weakened 
building  wall  would  be  strength- 
ened at  its  most  perilous  point. 
Thus  the  lueart  was  bound  round 
on  the  inside,  with  a coil  of  strong, 
but  line  wire,  caught  and  held  iu 
place  by  the  surgeon’s  trained 
fingers.  Then  the  problem  of 
preventing  hemorrhage  confront- 
ed Dr.  Frazier. 

Coagulation  of  the  blood  was 
the  great  vital  end  sought.  It 
was  decided  to  employ  electricity 
to  obtain  this  purpose.  Coagula- 
tion takes  place  at  both  ends  of  a 
galvanic  current — that  at  the  pos- 
itive pole  being  small,  black  and 
hard,  and  that  at  the  negative  be- 
ing larger,  softer  and  of  yellow- 
ish color.  It  happens  that  the 
blood  is  the  very  best  agency  in 
the  body  for  the  conducting  of 
electricity,  and  when,  as  in  this 
ease,  both  poles  are  inside  the 
sack  and  near  to  each  other,  a 
mild  current  of  electricity  will 
cause  vigorous  electrolysis.  In 
applying  the  current  to  Braden, 
a rheostat  was  used  to  control  the 
flow  and  to  prevent  shock  when 
it  should  be  cut  off. 

Thus  by  coagulation  the  rein- 
forcement of  the  heart  was  accom- 
plished over  the  gold  wire  frame- 
work and  nature  is  building  a 
new  wall  within  the  valve,  stop- 
ping all  leakage  and  giving  John 
Braden  a new  lease  of  life. — The 
Constitution.

—responsible  for  all  the  boy  is  or 
will  be — (hi8  innate  nature  only 
excluded) — spurn  him  if  he  does 
not  conform  to  our  ideal  of  man 
hood.  His  every  incorrigible  ex- 
pression can  be  traced  . to  an  in- 
vidious impression;  he  is  the  re- 
flector that  is  sending  back  to  us 
the  effulgent  light  and  hope 
which  are  emanating  from  us. 

We  should  avail  ourselves  of 
every  opportunity  of  drawing 
near  unto  our  boys  that  We  may 
instill  into  their  lives  greater  les- 
sons and  deeper  inspirations.  If 
we  do  this  and  find  that  there  is 
no  perceptible  development  of 
morals,  and  manhood,  then  we 
may  lament  our  failure  in  finding 
the  point  of  contact  and  our  lost 
opportunity  of  developing  a wor- 
thy man.
